member of the ^'Moscow Daily News" and was on the editorial staff of the magaeiine j 
"Soviet Russia Today*" y \ 

The American Eriends of the Soviet Union vma cited by HCUA as a Commimist 
front* The magasiine "Soviet Russia Today" was cited as a Coramtmist front* Gommorv- 
wealth College was also cited by HCUA as having received extensive donations from 
the Communist supporting Garland Fund* 

HCUA files reflect that the ^e^7 York Times, l&rch l6, 1939 j described Esther 
Brunauer as a member of the Executive Committee of the American Union for Concerted 
Peace Efforts, which the HCUA cited as a Commuuiist front*

Stephen Brxmauer was bom February 12, 1903, in Budapest, Hioigairy, and ivas 
naturalized in New. York City on September 1, 1927. He attended City College of 
New York and received his A»B. degree from Columbia J&iiversity* New York City, in 
1925. He received a Fh.D» degree from Johns 'Hopkins University in 1953. In January, 
i926, he married Anna Friedman and divorced her in March, 1931'., In the same year ho 
married Esther Caukin. , He was employed by the Department of Agriculture^ as a Chemist 
from 1928 to October, 1942. He was appointed a ^lieutenant in the TJ. S. Naval Reserve 
in August, 1942, was promotiBd, to Lt. Commander, September 30, 1943, and ;was promoted 
to Commander, November 9, 1945. He was relieved from active duty November 13, 1946,, 
and given a certificate of honorable. ^service* He entered on duty September 9, 1946, 
as a Technologist, Hi^ Explosives ^.fwith the Bui^eau of Naval Ordnance. 

Atomic Energy Act >* Applicant. Investigation ; 

^~ Qa April 5> 1947, an Atomic ,Energy Act - Applicant investigation was 
instituted concerniri'g Stephen Brunauer tased on information received on February 15, 
1941, from a representative of' the House Committee on Un-American Activities (Joseph 
B* Matthews), that Stephen Brvuiauer and- his wife, Esther Caukin Brunauer, who was 
Secretary of the American Association of Ifeaiversity YTomen, were both members of the 
Communist Party.^ This information was furnished to the Atomic Energy Conmiission on 
March 22, 1947. Kiis information was also furnished to ONI on December 13, 1945, in 
connection with a, name check on Stephen Brimauer^. 

During the Atomic 'Energy Act - Applicant investigation the following 
information was developed. 

l&ijor John B» Gulley, then Security Officer for the Joint Ai^-Navy !Kisk 
Force No# 1, Washington, D» C, advised that on his application for admission to 
Johns Hopkins University, ,Mr. Brimauer had stated that he was interested in attending 
meetings of "liberal groups." He stated that from a security standpoint- Brunauer 
had not been ^issued a pass to allow him to attend the Bikini atom bomb test althou^ 
his name had been submitted by the Bureau of Naval Ordnance as its repr.esentative to 
attend this test; Major Gulley related that yftien Brunauer went overseas he had 
misrepresented himself as a representative of the Office of Naval Intelligence. 

Captain F. R. Duborg, Head of the Technical Intelligence Center, Operations 
■32-F-2, TJ. S. Navy, Wadiington, D. C, advised that he had heard that Brunauer, a 
Lieutenant Commander in the U» S. llavy, was going to Hungary and, having a small ' 
mission to be carried out in Hungary, asked that Brunauer see him.. Tihen Brvoaauer 
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came in. Captain Dtiborg became isimediately suspicious and decided that he was not the 
type of person to trust mth this mission, although there was nothing defiaaite, on 
which he could base his opinion. He related that after Brunauer had gone overseas, 
various reports from him came in and that in one official report Brunauer made the 
statement that he had'been asked by the Chief o^ the Office of Naval Intelligence to 
go to Hungary and round up various scientists with a view toward bringing them to 
the United StEstes* Captain Duborg related that in his opiiiion this statement was 
a deliberate misrepresentation since in the first place Brunauer Had not talked to 
the Head of the Off roe of Haval Intelligence, and Brunauer could not reasonably have j 
received the impression from their conversation that the purpose of his mission was | 
such as he^htfd stated* Captain Duborg stated that he does not trust Brunauer but -j 
has never been able to prove definitely that Brunauer is disloyal* |

The files of the House Committee on Un-American Activities had information f 
that Dr* Esther Caukin Brunauer was one of the signers of the Call ^of the Congress 
of Youth in July, 1939, .and the f ollovriLng is quoted from the proceedings of the 
Congress of Youth, which jjvas the fifth national gathering of the American Youth 
Congress held in New York City in July, 19Z9t 

*'The signers are issuing this call, not as the official 
representatives, of their organizations, but in their personal 
capacities as individuals conoexTied with the knowledge of young 
people in the Diiited States*" 

The American Youth Congress appears on the list of organizations coming 
within the pxirview of Executive Order 9835* 

Co-workers, associates, neighbors and references, which included Senator 
Joseph Ball, advised that Stephen Brunauer is a loyal individual* 

During the Atomic Energy Act - Applicant investigation it was determined 
that the Office of Naval Intelligence was also conducting an investigation of 
Stephen Brunauer, \^ftio was listed as a Commander, USNR, and arrangements were made 
through the Liaison Section at the Bureau to secure copies of the OUT reports. 

The Atomic Energy Act - Applicant reports were sent to the Atomic Energy } 
Commission, Washington, D* C*, on May 15, 1947, together with a summary of informationi 
in the files of OUI* Copies of the Bureau's reports were sent to ONI on May 22, 1947, 
and to the Attorney General on Deceniber 6, 1947* 

investigation by the Office of Naval Intelligence 

The OKI investigation w%s instituted at the request of the Bureau of Ordnance, 
Department of Navy, based on the information received from this Bureau as a result of 
the name check on Stephen Brunauer* 
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An ONI report dated. March 22, 1946, contains baokgrouad information 
concerning Commander Stephen Brunauer. An ONI report dated April 16, 1946, reflects 
that the files of the Chemistry Department of Johns Hopkins University contained 
a. letter submitted by Stephen* Brunauer vrith his application for admission to the / 
Graduate School in 1933 in -which he stated that he vras interested, among other things,! 
in liberal clubs^iand participated as a spectator in liberal club meetings when he had 
the opportunity. I 

An OiNI report dated June 28, 1946, reflects that Commander Brxmauer was a' 
personal friend of the Honorable Szegedi Maszak, who was then the Himgarian Minister 
in Washington, D. C, and set out the^ names of various Hungarian officials and 
scientists* ONI pointed out that while in Hungary, Brunauer had met many of the 
Hungarian officials arid scientists whose names yrere .listed* Information^ was also 
received from ONI that Brunauer had reportedly related that his brother was practic^ing 
law in Hungary* .The files of ONI reflect that Brunauer had been officially sent to 
Hungary; to report. to Captain Dietriech, U. S. Representative on the Allied Control] 
Commission in Hungary, in the, Spring ^of 1946* 

ONI also furnished a copy of a memorandum concerning Commander Brunauer 
dated January 23, 1947, v/hich stated: 

"The informant stated that he had knovm, sifcjeot quite intimately in 1929 , 
1930 and 1931, and had met him socially on numerous occasions. Subject was, at that 
time, an Instructor in Chemistry at John Hopkins. University in Baltimore, Marylandl 
The informant stated that there was no doubt that, at that time the subject was 
definitely a Communist; that on numerous occasions he had discussed politics with 
subject and subject had always indicated definite pro-Communist attitude* iJie 
informant stated that he was surprised to learn that subject is presently Naval 
Attache in Budapest. He* stated that he had not seen subject in a number of years, 
but he was certain that anyone as definitely Communistic as this individual had been, 
could not have changed his viev/s over a period of time and he felt some investigation 
should be conducted as to subject's background and character*" 

An ONI report dated April 29, 1947, contains the results of an interview 
with Mr* S* Chapin, Director-General of the Foreign Service, Department of State, 
who had been appointed Minister to Hungary, concerning his contact with Stephen j 
Brunauer who had met with Mr. Chapin in order to effect some arrangement whereby he 
could accompany Mr* Chapin to Hungary* During his interview with Mr. Chapin, Stephen 
Brunauer stated that while in Hungary with Captain Dietrich he got to know, among 
others, a few of the members of the Hixngarian Coramxmist Party, but he- did not know 
the leaders of the Party. He thought that he could be of some assistance to Mr* 
Chapin because of his acquaintance with people in Hungary* 

This report also contains the results of an interview with Mr* Audrey 
Keith Brewer, a former fellow employee of Stephen Brunauer at the Department of 
Agriculture, who advised a representative of ONI that Stephen Brunauer "used to be 
terribly pro-Russian* YTe used to have some rather heated political arguments. Hej ^ 
was very atheistic. I would say that he was terribly Communistic " 
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I This report reflects .^the^ results- of an Interview with lfrs« P. E* Allison, 

4930 Bufcterworth Place, N. W., ^Washington, D* C#,\ a former fellow employee of Stephen 
Brunauer at the; Department. ,6f 'Agriculture j; who advised that a notice had appeared in 
the Sunday Star, Washington,: D./c"*, ,arouhd 1934 to the effect that Dr* Stephen 
Brunauer would speak before. the Friends, of the Soviet^ Union. Mrs. Allison related 
that.;on seeing this notice she advised the supervisor of Dr. Bnmauer at the Department I 
of Agriculture. TSheri. Brunauer was called in "by his supervisor and cautioned not to I 
make this speech, she .was told by the supervisor that Brunauer had agreed not to.make^ 
the speech but stated that it would be made by his :wife. The ONE report pointed out 
that the May 6, 1934, issue .of the Sunday Star, Washington, :D. C, contained the 
following notice:

*lDr, Stephen Brunauer will speak on »Cult\ire in the Soviet Union and in

An ONI report dated September 18, 1947, reflects, that on January 27, 1926, 
Stephen Brxmauer married Anna Friedman. Marriage records on file at the City Clerk's 
Office,. Bronx County, -Ne\T York, New York, reflect that Stephen Brunauer listed his 
parents as Sarah and Louis Popper. The records of the Supreme Court, Bronx,, New York, 
reflect that Mrs. Anna -Brunauer had .been granted ^ a divorce from Stephen Brunauer on 
Mstrch 20, 1931. This report reflects that John Romani brother of Anna Friedman, the 
f ormer Mfe of Stephen Brunauer, was the editor of the Hungarian newspaper "Magyar 
5Jovo," which was ^aliegedly Communist controlled and subsidized by the International 
Workers Order,. The report continues that ooiifidential informants^ have, stated that 
Roman is the dominant force* and one of the chief leaders of the Hungarian Ccmmiaaists 
in the, United States. 

International 'Vforkers Order appears on the list of organizations ccardng \ 
ivithin the purview of Executive Order 9835. 

A copy of the ONI report dated September 18, 1947, received subsequent to 
completion of the Bureau^ s Atomic Energy Act investigation, was sent to the Atomic 
Energy C<xraiiission on October 27, 1947. 

An.ONI -report dated April 5,, .1948, reflects the negative results of the 
investigation conducted to determine if Stephen Brunauer had written for a Communist 
,publication under an assitmed name. 

This ixxformation was furnished the Atomic Energy Commission by letter 
dated April 28, 1948^ ^ 
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Two copies of a letter from the Office of the Naval Attache y American 
Bnbassy, Paris, Prance, dated April 22, 1948, which had been furnished by ONI, vrejie 
sent to .the Atomic Energy Commission by letter dated iky 4, 1948.. l^ 

An ONI report dated July 26, 1948, contains backgrotind information 
concerning Stephen Brunauer«s former -wife, Anna Friedman, also known as Anna Epauss, 
Anna Popper, Anna Brunauer, who waS then residing in Santiago, Chile. An ONI report 
dated July 27, 1948, consisted of a summary^ of irrformation and an investigative re- 
capitulation of the results of investigation conducted by ONI concerning Commander 
Stephen Brunauer, USNR' (liiactive). A copy of these reports were., furnished to the 
Atomic Baergy Commission iin February 7, 1949» 

An ONI report dated September 30, 1948, consisted of a portion of the 
transcript of the Lbjiralty Board Hearing granted Ifirs. Esther CaukLn Brunauer on 
July 28, 1948 j a letter from the IT. S^ Naval Attache, Santiago, Chile, dated 
September 10, 1948, setting forth the results of the interview with Brunauer* s 
former wife, Anna Friedman; a. translation of a letter of povrer of attorney; and a 
photostatic copy of Form 57 executed by Stephen Brnxnauer on August 22, 1946* Anna / 
Bi^iedman ia?auss waS' accompanied by her husband, Louis ^Hc'auss, when she tos intervievfecl 
in Santiago, Chiie, concerning Stephen Brvinauer ♦ Although she expressed her 
willingness to cooperate, she. furnished , no information reflecting on the loyalty of 
Brunauer. The intervievrer commented, "The overall impression obtained from this 
interview was that the Krausses were definitely wary about handing out any informatio] 
conceriiing Brunauer ♦ Their emphatfc attempts at veering av/ay fjcom any connection 
Tdth a leftist background was obvious."' 

The ONI pointed out that Stephen Bruiiauer had possibly f alsif i^ his Form 
57 inasmuch as he had answered "no'^ to Question ,26 which reads as follows: "Co you 
advocate or have you ever advocated,, or are you now or have you ever been a member 
or any organization that advocates the overthrow ,of the Government of the United 
States by force-6r violence?" ONI pointed out that in his testimony before the 
Loyalty Hearing Board in behalf of his wife, Stephen Brumuer adinitted former 
membership in. the Communist Party • 

In its letter of October 8, 1948, ONT pointed out that their report of 
September 30, 1948, was a* closing investigative report and, that the entire file on 
Stephen Brunauer had been referred to the Office of Industrial Relations of the 
Navy Departmen^t for a decision as to future procedure* 



Information Obtained .by the Bureau Subsequent. to the Atomic Energy Act - Applicant 
Investigation - 

By letter dated December 17, 1947,- the Yfeshington Field Office furnished 
the f olloT/ ing information w hich had been received from Confidential Infornants 
Washington] ~ j i 
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Confidential Informant Washington ] | \dio has furnished reliable 
information, advised that one Edmund Ferenoy, a Hungarian citizen and, a member of 
the Communist Party, was the Hungarian delegate to the UNESCO conference held in. 
Mexico Ciiy. Informant stated that during this conference the question came up 
as to whether Hungary would >e permitted to become a member and when the question 
came to a vote all nations, except the Ifiiited States, voted in favor of Hungary »s 
admission. The linited States delegate. Dr. Esther Caukin Brunauer, abstained from 
voting. According to this, informant,' Perency became incensed at Dr. Brunauer *s 
refusal to vote in favor of Hmgary's admission and told Dr. Brimauer that in 
retaliation he would ruin her husband. Ferency told Dr. Brunauer that he knew of 
her husband's present position in the IBaited States Ifavy and that he was certain 
the' proper authorities in the United States would be interested in knowing that the 
husband had formerly written articles >under an assumed name for an American Communist 
newspaper and, further, that he, Ferency, knew where he could locate tv/o or three 
American citizens who knew t his to b e a fact and by -rfiom he, Ferency, could prove 
this allegation. Tfashington | ^ dvised that Ferency left for New York en route 
to Hungary and that he was to riy to Ewope on December 16, 1947. He added tha^ 
Andrew ,Sik, Cultural Attac he at th e Hungarian Legation and alleged to be a Communist 
Party member by lTashington | [ be came aware of the statements made by Ferency, 
and, he believed that Sik finally persuaded Ferency to^ desist from any action in -ttiis 
matter. Ihis informant believes^ that neither Esther Brvmauer nor Stephen Brunauer 
are sympathetic towsLrd the Comrmmist Party .or^ its policies. Informant declined to 
furnish a signed statement and dqes not /desire to testify. [

by John Roman, brother of his first wife, and, according to this informant, this paper 
was, a Communist language paper ,f or fiungarian^ groups at that time.

summarized, and furnished to ONI in the form of a blind memorandum dated January 7, 
-^1948, and v/as furnished to the Atomic Biergy Commission, Washington, D. C.,- by letter^ 
dated February 4, 1948. 

In connection with, the Loyalty investigation on Dr» Esther Caukin Brunauer, 
Dr* Joseph ^B. ISatthev/s, Research Director for the John A. Clements Associates, 250 
Yfest 57th Street, New York City, a former Research Director for the Dies Committee, 
advised that his knowledge of both Stephen Brunauer and Esther Caukin Brunauer is 
limited to the period of his association with them while he was a Professor at 
HoY/ard University in Washington, D. C. During that time, which covered the. late 1920r 
and early 1930s he met regularly with a small group of people for discussions on 111 

u 
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political "beliefs. This group called itself the Liberal Club, and certain members 
of this group were "avowed Communists," according to I>Iatthev;s. Matthev/s said that 
in 1928 Stephen Bjrunauer informed him that he was a memher of the Coaimmist Party, 
"but he never had any positive information that Esther Caukin Brunauer was a Communist 
Party memher although he "assumed that she was also a memher in view of her close 
association with Stephen Brunauer." He said that hoth of the Brunauers were memhers 
of the American Priends of the Soviet Union and that on one occasion in 1934 Stephen 
Brunauer was to have delivered an address before that organization hut "since he was 
a Government employee at the time, he \*as prevailed upon to forego the occasion." 
Instead according to Matthjews, Spther Brunauer delivered the speech which had been 
prepared by her husband. Matthews was unable to give the exact date or place and

It is noted that the above information is, in ;substance, the same as that 
which had been furnished t9 ONI in connection with its name check on Stephen Brunauer. 
Hov^ever, Mr. Matthews does point out that Noel Field was also a member of the 
International Relations Club at the same itime as Stephen Brunauer and had admitted 
to Ur. Matthews that he// Noel Field, was^ a member of the .Communist Party.. 
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Action By Bureau Under Loyalty .Program; 

As previously indicated, active, investigation of Stephen Brun^uer under the 
Atomic Energy Act 7/as completed arid referred .to the Atomic Energy Commission,. May 15, 
19ii.7* , Subsequently, on November 21, 19ii7, the Bureau -received a letter from Admiral 
Thonfts B. Inglis, Chief of Naval In-belligende, in yAiich Admiral Inglis pointed out 
that ONI had for the past two years >een interested in the activities of Stephen 
Brunauer who was described as a former Commander in the !!• S. Naval. Reserve and at 
the time of the letter *a civilian employee of the Bureau of Ordnance, Department of 
the Navy* Admiral Inglis referred to the reports of investigation of Brunauer conducted 
by the Bureau under the Atomic 'Energy Act, copies of which had been furnished to ONI, 
and requested that a recheck be made of cbhe Bureau* s files for the purpose of deter- 
mining -whether there existed any additional data other than that previously furnished 
to ONI* It is noted that this letter did not request the Bvtreau to conduct an investi- 
gation of Stephen Brunauer ♦ 

At the Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference held on November 25, 19U7V 
the case of Stephen Brunauer %vas cited, by the Office of Naval Intelligence as one of 
three cases where FBI cooperation with ONI had not been satisfactory • On November 29, 
I9U7* the Bureau responded to the letter received from Admiral Inglis dated 
November 21, 19ii7, and also responded to ONI's citation of the case of Brumuer as 
evidencing a lack of cooperation betv/eeh the FBI and ONI* It was pointed out to 
Xdmiral Inglis that the Bureau Had, under the provisions of the Atomic Energy Act and 
at the .request of the Atomic Energy Commission, conducted an investigation of Brunauer 
and that copies of the reports had been furnished to ONI; that a rebheclf had been made 
of our files and revealed no additional information which had -not already been furnished 
to ONI; that it appeared the Bxjreau hAd furnished to ONI all information^ in its files 
concerning Brunauer and had never been requested by the Navy Department, to conduct any 
investigation regarding him; that the Bureau was at a loss to understand in what 
manner the Bureau had merited his criticism of its cooperation in this case. /y| 

On December 1, 19^7*. the Director received a calL from Admiral Inglis 
advising him that Secretary Sullivan, Department of the Navy, had communicated with 
the Attorney General to request the FBI to expedite Its investigation of Brunauer* 
The Director Avrote a memorandum to the Attorney General, pointing out that at no time 
had the Navy Department requested the^ Bureau to conduct any investigation of Stephen 
Bruna.uer; that the Bureau had conducted .an investigation of him at the request of the 
Atomic Energy Commission and had furnished copies of the reports thereof to ONI • The 
Director advised the Attorney General that the Navy Department had never requested 
the Bureau to make an- investigation of Brunauer and that the Bureau had furnished the 
Navy Department all information in its possession concerning hip and consequently it 
appeared that Secretary Sullivan was misinformed regarding the true facts involved 
in this situation* m 
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It is noted that on December 1, 19^7* Mr» Ladd received a call from Itrs. 
Stewart in the Attorney General »s Office, advising him that Secretary Sullivan had " 
coimaunicated with the Attorney General along the same lines as indicated above • 
Mrs* Stevrart advised that the Attorney Qeneral desired copies of the Bureau's reports 
when the investigation was completed* Mr* Eadd advised her that the Bureau had not 
received a request for investigation in connection with Brunauer to which she replied 
she TXnderstood the request' had' been submitted by the Navy approxin^tely ten days 
prior thereto* It was ascertained that the request in question apparently referred 
to the letter received from Admiral Inglis dated November 21, 19^7* discussed above 
wherein the Office of Naval Intelligence requested us to recheck our files for any 
additional information concerning Brunauer xdiich had not previously been furnished 
to the Of f ice of Naval Intelligence* A check was made through liaison with !fr. Wilson 
of ONI who stated that he thought Secretary Sullivan had probably been confused in 
referring to a request for investigation and was probably referring to the request 
for a name check based on Admiral Inglis^ letter of November 21, 19^7* However, a 
memorandum v/as directed to the Attorney General furnishing him with copies of the 
Bureau's reports reflecting the results of the Atomic Energy Act investigation con- 
cerning Brunauer at which time it T/as pointed out to the Attorney General that 
continuation of this, investigation by the Bureau after the completion of the investi- 
gation under the. Atomic Energy Act v/ould have been a violation of the Delimitation 
Agreement in that Brunauer v/as a civilian employee of the Navy and as such v;as vdthin 
their jurisdiction for imrestigations relating to internal securi-ty, et cetera* It 
was pointed out to the Attorney Creneral that copies of the Atomic Energy Act investiti 
gative reports had been furnished to ONI# 

In response to the ^irector^s memorandum to him dated December 1, 19L»7, the 
Attorney General addressed a memorandum to the Director dated December l6, 1^1*7, 
referring to the request of Secretary Sullivan^s Office for the' FBI to expedite its 
investigation of Stephen Brunauer* The Attorney General advised him that he had 
talked with Secretary Sullivan's Office and understood that Admiral Inglis had been 
in touch with the Director and that appropriate arrangements had been made to acquire 
all the information necessary* 

Aside from the above interchange of correspondence relating to the request 
from Secretary Sullivan's Office, Admiral Inglis addressed a letter to the Director 
dated December 3, 19^7 > commenting further on the reasons for his -mentioning -ftie case 
of Stephen Brimauer at this Interdepartmental Intelligence Conference on November 25, 
19hl* He pointed out that when the ONI received the Bureau's reports in connection " 
with the investigation for the Atomic Energy Commission, ONI assumed that because of 
certain derogatory information contained therein, an investigation of Brunauer' s 
wife and perhaps of Brunauer also would be conducted by the Federal Bureau of Investi- ] 
gationj that more recently they had received information that the Bureau had Brunauer 
under current investigation which lead Admiral Inglis to write his^ letter of Noveiriber 21 j 
I9U7 (referred^ to above) and to make mention of the case at the Interdepartmental 
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Intelligence Conference, Admiral Inglis further indicated that the assvimption and 
the information OKI received regarding current investigation of Brunauer by the 
Bureau were incorrect. He went on to point out that the Secretary of the Navy had 
a direct interest in Brunauer »s case and that ONI had continued this case as active 
ands considerable information not contained in the Bureau* s reports had been developed. 
He mentioned that the results of ONI current inquiries v/ould be n^de available to the 
Bureau as soon as possible. Separate advice -was received through liaison channels 
from Mr, Wilson of ONI on December 2, 19ii7, to the effect that the Office of Naval 
Intelligence was continuing its im-estigation on Brunauer# 

In response to Admiral Inglis » letter of December 3, 19i4.7, the Bureau 
advised him by letter dated December 13, 19i47, that if the investigation of Brimauer 
had been continued by the Bureau on^ corr^pletion of the Atomic Saergy Act investiga- 
tion, it would have been involved a violation of the Delimitation Agreement in that 
Brunauer was a civilian employee of the Department of the Navy; that the information 
in the Bureau^s possession was provided to ONI for such action as deemed advisable; 
that this action, of course, antedated the new procedure established' under the 
President's Executive Order on Loyalty of Government Employees, It was pointed out 
further that information furnished to the Bureau periodically had indicated that 
investigation of Brunauer was actively being conducted by the Department of the Navy; 
that with reference to his wife, Esther Brunauer, a request had been received for 
investigation from the State Department and consequently an investigation was being 
initiated cpncerning her. Admiral Inglis was advised ihat "because of all the elemen 
involved in this situation, and particularly in^ the light of the information contained 
in the Bureau's reports of its investigation of Brunauer conducted at the request of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, as well as the fact that Brunauer has been the subject 
of an active investigation by the Department of the Navy^ I have withheld initiating 
an additional investi^tion of Brunauer under the terms of the Preside^at's Executive 
Order on Loyalty of Government Employees because obviously such investigation would 
duplicate, in large measwe, investigation previously conducted by the Bureau, as wel3 
as that apparently being conducted currently by the Dejpartment of the Navy," It is 
noted that Mr, E. A* Tamm, then Assistant to the Director, in referring this letter 
to the Director for his approval pointed out in a memorandum from Mr, Ladd to the 
Director dated December 6, 19^*7 > that /^technically we probably should open loyalty 
investigations on Brunauer and his wife* This apparently is what the Navy is trying 
to force us to do. They have carried Brunauer as an officer and as a civilian on the. 
Navy roles for four or five years in spite of derogatory information in their possession 
and nov; are hysterically trying to find a way out of their dilemma v/ith the result th^t 
I am convinced they are trying "to dump this foul-smelling goat on us and absolve them-i 
selves from Congressional responsibility by placing the matter entirely in our handsel 
I believe, consequently, that^we should resist their- efforts at this time," \ 

\ Admiral Inglis acknpv;ledged the ^ureau^s letter of December 15, 19i;7, by 

letter of December 26, 19^7, wherein he indicated ONI was continuing their investiga- 
tion of Brunauer since it involved a definite Security problem of prime iirjiortance i 
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to the Navy; that all ixiforn^tion developed by ONI would he nade available to the 
Bureau as^ soon as- possible and indicated that any information ONI might have which 
would be of assistance before a formal report was written wpuld be given to the 
Bureau's representatives if desired* 

Subsequently, on February 26, I9U8, Captain Sabalot of ONI called Mr* Ladd 
and advised him that ONI had receiyed a tip that Stephen Brumuer had been indicted 
by the Grand Jury in New York» He inquired' as to v^ether Brunauer T;as a subject in 
the case in New York (the Gregory Case). Itr. Ladd advised* Captain Sabalot that 
Brunauer was not under investigation by the FBI but that he. had been inforjnaed that 
ONI was investigating Brunauer. Captain Sabalot stated Navy was taking no abtion 
toward prosecution of Brunauer, although* they were investigating him. 1 

You vdll note from the' above that ONI was continuing its active investiga- 
tion of Brunauer and consequently vdien the Loyally Torm on Brunisiuer was submitted to 
the Bureau, copies- thereof were- retvurned ^to the Civil Service Commission by letter 
dated May .22,. I9U8, advising; the iffivil Service Commission that information l^d been 
received by the Bureau to the effect that the Off ice of Naval Intelligence had for 
some time been^ conducting- an investigation of the activities of Stephen Brunauer and 
that this inves.tigation was still being actively pursued; that in view of the investi 
gation being conducted^by ONI, no investigation regarding Stephen Brunauer would be 
conducted by the Bureau. 

By letter dated October 8, 191+8, from Captain DuBois, Office of the Chief 
of Naval Operations, enclosing a complete copy of a closing, investigati^je report by 
ONI concerning Brunauer, it was stated that inasmuch as all investigative action in 
this case had been completed, and in view of the fact that Brunauer was afforded a 
complete background investigation by the FBI in 19L1.7 in connection with another 
matter, the entir.e file had, been referred to the Of f ice of Industrial Belations qt 
the Navy Department for a decision as to future procedure. It was further indicated 
that the FBI would be^ informed of the ultimate disposition of Briinauer^s case. 

The Bureau file does not reflect that we have as yet received a final , 
disposition in Brunauer »s case from the Navy* 
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Testj-mony of Stephen Brunauer before the Loyalty Board in gonnection with the 
Loyalty Hearing on his wife^ Esther CatJcin Bnmauer * 

ONI made availa.ble. pertinent portions 'of the Transcript of the Loyalty 
Board Hearing granted Mrs» Esther Caukin Brunauer on July 28, 1948, which contains 
the testimony of Stephen brunauer tinder oath# At this hearing Stephen Brunauer 
testified: 

"•••With your permission, I .should like to say now a few words about 
nyself* As you Icnovr, at the beginning of my adult life 1 became a Cosnmunist^ 
If one's adtilt life begins at 18, then this„ was in the second or third year of 
my adult life* I met my wife when I was 25 years old,* and by that time I 
was not a Copiuriist any^ more* Even so, for a vrhile I still retained seme of 
the trappings of that ideology* 1!^ vdf e had a great share in helping me- to 
get rid of these remnants of false beliefs,- and was at riiy side in ray progress*,! 



"For more than a decade and a half I have *been opposed to Communism 
and fought against it as best I could. •• 

QUESTIONS BY .MR* .ST. CEAIRE: 

Q. A few. Just as a matter of clarification of a few points, Mr* " ' 
Brunauer, would you restate for the record when you did sever your con- " 
nectionin the Hungarian Section with t^e Young* Communist. League? 

A* I do not remember the exact date. Sir, but it must have tieen , 
either the end of 1926 or the ^feeginning of "1927* I rather think it was 
the earlier date* * . ^ 

Q* Por the better part of twenty years, more than twenty years since 
you never had any connection whatsoever with that League or the American 
Commimist Party or any of the ideals of the Communist Party? 

A* That is correct*** 

Q. Do you recall a.Dr* J* B; Matthews? 

A* Yes, Sir. 

Q* Yfho is he, please? 

A* Just rather recently I read about him in the papers in connection 
with some test, but I know that he was — I do not know what exactly his title 
was but he was on the Committee on tin-American Activities as an expea^t of 
adviser or whatever his job was*** 
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Q* Do you recall at any tljne telling Dr*^ l&tthews^ that you were 
a member in Baltimore 9f the Commuixist Party? . 

A* I believe not. Sir***" 

:Stephen Brunauer denied having any association -vriLth Dr* Matthews around 
1934^ in the Friends of the Soviet Union* Brunauer continued: 

"As I mentioned in ny statement, I' still was a pretty ^pink» radical 
up to about ^the time of 1931-32-' or maybe even later but* ♦•I was in- ah 
organization called the * International Friendship Club,' which was organized 
by the Quakers here in iWashingtori and which .met at the Friends Meeting House 
at 1811 I Street or some plafce* there. That is. vrhere I met my wife and I

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A» The only reason is this, on^ this meeting I v/as supposed to speak \ 
at, and: they icay have listed me as a sponsor.

7d.fe spoke in my place, so I never did* 

Q* Did you ever livrite for a Hungarian nevrspaper^ called 'Magyar ^TarpU.. 

A* Noj probably if it is ^supposed to be Jaro, that paper did not exist 
when I was in the Communist movement* It is a successor of the- Communist 
daily which was called Uj^ Elore. I wrote in that paper occasionally when I 
was in the Commtinist movement back in, as I have told you,- »24 or «25^ or so* 



Q* Did you write under yoiu:* ovm name? 



A* No, Sir, and may I say something about that?* ♦•The Commxmists told 
me to change my name, but the explanation they gave me was not at all to 
cover nyself up because that was ostensibly a legal party, but they said, 
'You work considerably in the Hiuigariah Section, » and I had a German name and 
they said, 'Why don't you take a Hungarian-sounding name, and then you vrill be 
more effective?' more accepted by the Hungarians virith whom I was in contact, 
and those whom I vras supposed to convinced about the correctness of that***'! 

He admitted contributing four or five articles to this iiewspaper but 
stated that this contribution, had \taken place more, than twenty years ago* Brxmauer 
admitted, kmwring Joe Lokuras and stated that he knew that Xqk\iras was a Communist. 
In explaining why , he came to be associated with the Communist movement, Brunaixer 
reported:' 

"***I got acquainted with my former wife, to whom I was married for 
tvfo years, and she was a Communist, and with her friends* They took me to 
a meeting* I listened to the talk,, they worked on me, tried to convince 
me, this circle of friends she had and others, eventually^ convinced, me to 
join this Hungarian Section of the Young Communist League* That is the way 
I got into this Communist movementv 

"i think for a number of months I was just, listening and watching things 
and talking with, people, and^ then' eventually — I .do not know, perhaps a number 
of months or maybe a year, maybe less — I joined this groupV So that was back 
in 1923> I guess, in 1923* That is^ about all I can say about getting in**. 

"Novf about getting out of it, there were a number of complex things 
which came into my getting out* I became dissatisfied with their attitudes 
on .one thing after another* For* example, I gradually came to realize that 
the movement is directed from Moscow* For^ example, this is what happened* 
There was a so-called factional fight in the Communist Party. The Party broke 
into two factions. The subject of the fight was whether the Communist Party 
should work as a separate organization or whether it should work for the 
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Fafmer^Labor Party — that is T/7ha't they called that movement at that time — \ 
in other words, a third party in the United States v^hich Tfould draw:, in the * 
type of elements that third-party movements have since drarm in a number of 
times • This iras at the time of the laFollettes, and novf there was a 
majority of the PSirty, led 1^ Foster, which was opposed to this third-party , 
activity and a minority of the. Party, which was led by Ruttenburg, and the 
minority v^as for this third-party movement* 

"I was with the ^minority* ^ In other words, L was for this third; parly* 
The Executive Committee of the Party, I believe a great majority, ^s- against 
it. When it v/as put to the Party— on the Ifi^bter fact I. wrote on^this subject 
a couple of arti&les in the Hungarian paper* This was put to a vote or 
referendum of the Party and the. majority of the Party supported the majority 
of the. Executive Committee and .was against it, so I was on the losing .side* 
But very shortly thereafter the order -came frcm Moscow that the minority was 
right and the majority was wrong, so I became right, and by order of Moscow 
I got on the right side, but I didn«-t like it anyhow because it hort my sense 
of— -"aell, I^belxeve^rin. the majority decisions, and well, of course, I believed 
in sort of democratic processes even in such an organization as that, so I 
began to realise more and more the direction from Mqscow# 

"Then on one item after another-^f or example, I read books by the 
leading jDdmmunist writers and I read, for example, . one book which had a 
great adverse, affect on me, which was Lenin's book oh Soapiroi-Criticism. 
I had, like all other Communists at that time, a great respect for Lenin, 
which of course I have lost for a long time since, but; here at that time I 
had a very great respect for him, but, here he was discussing science, and L 
had been beginning to work in the field of sciences at that time and *I know 
that scientists do not .work, and thal^ scientific processes, are not the ones 
he laid, down, the man whom he attacked in his book, which is a very German, 
physicistlJarx, was really one who knew science arid Lenin did not,, so that 
was very disappointing* ^ 

"Then their attitude — I could "^ go into details on a great many different 
things which I did not like and matters, the way they were working, the 
unscrupulousness, the philosopl^r that if the aim is right then you can lie 
and cheat and kill and do anything, I gradually, slowly but' surely got 
disgusted \r±th one thing after another* _^.

"A* I began to stop paying my membership dues and dropped out and 
announced, that J am dropping out of the Communist Party arid stopped paying 
membership dues and saw the group less and did' not attend meetings any longer*(

philosophQT?^ 

"A. Not nearly enlightenment on philosophy, but on the other hand their 
methods and ideas I did not like, and the Tray the whole thing ivas working at 
that time* Of course, even when I severed' my connection, and years 'after that, 
two or three years after that, I had not had as full realization of vdiat they 
are standing for and what the Commxmists are and how this Communist Interr- 
national, how the Communist Party in Soviet Russia, and so on, works, but I 
gathered it of course in the course of the years* But as I said at least — 
I would say at least fifteen years since I was definitely opposed to that, 
started to actively work against them. 

"You see, there was a transitional period from the time when I.jtist 
left them to the time when I began to work against tliem#">*

Esther Caukin Brunauer, wife of Stephen Br\mauer« Attention was called to the 
fact that in his testimor^r before the Loyalty Boards Brunauer admitted prior 
membership in the Communist Party* There was enclosed to }Sr* Campbell -a memorandum 
reflecting* the results of an interview with Brunauer »s former wife hy the United 
States Naval Attache at Santiago, Chile • Mr», Campbell was informed that on August 
22, 19A6, Brunauer executed Standard Form. 57 and in answer to Question 26, which 
reads: "Do you advocate or have you ever advocated or are you no?r or have you ever 
been. a member of any organisation that advocates the overthrew of the goverranent of 
the United States by force or violence?", he answered, "No." The Department was 
requested to advise whether the above facts constitute, a basis for prosecution and 
if fxirther action by this Bureau was desired*

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Deparfenent revealed no record of Lattimore^s employment other than that 
he was engaged for three days in October, 19k9 as a consultant on Far 
Eastern Affairs on a per diem basis at a rate of $6#00 per day* 

Lattlmore's name, however, appears on a Civil Service Commission 
list of Government employees whose loyalty was questioned* The Civil 
Service Commission card indicated he left the employment of the State 
Department on February 12, 19k6* A loyalty form has not been received 
on him.

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BASIS FOR INVBSTIGATICW 

The current investigation on Onen Lattiraore was initiated \ 
upon receipt of information from AXexander Gregory-Graff Baiiilne, -^ ^ 
a former Russian diplomatic officer iriio defected frcM the Soviets in 
1937, who when interviewed on December lU, 19U8 said that while attached 
to the Foreign Trade Conznission in Moscow, he had occasion to see 
General I# Berzin, then head of Soviet Military latelligence appro:dmately 
every day» , During the course of one of these visits, Berzin ip, dis- 
cussing China mentioned to Bamine that the Soviets had some Anericans 
working for them there* According to Barmine, Berzin named Owen Lattimore 
and Joseph Barnes as heing two of these individuals • After his entry 
into the United States, Barmine began to read closely the writings of 
these individuals, as well as newspaper articles concerning them* and 
from these sources, he fpimed his own^ opiaiion that they were actually 
Soviet agents* 

Paul and Hedi Massing, former Soviet "agents have likewise 
e3cpressed the view, based upon Lattimore »s writings, that he is a 
Soviet agent# 

It should be noted that allegations along a similar vein 
have been received concerning Lattimore, but although an extensive 
investigation has been conducted betTreen March, 19U9 and the present 
date, during which time his activities have been closely followed, 
no tangible evidence has been uncovered to date to corroborate the 
allegations or to indicate "Hiat he is involved in espionage or known 
Conmunist activity*

I have no documentation on this organis'ation in my files but I 



remember that I served as sponsor for a short time at the request of 
Roger Baldwin. Mr. Baldwin, who was a trustee of the Piind, tells me 
that he and others set it up about 1925 to write bail in a great variety 
of worthy cases, some, may possibly have involved communists but most 
of them definitely .did not. It vras liquidated about 193i^. He regarded 
it as wholly non-partisan and non-communist. It is significant that 
it 'is apparently not on any subversive list. It is described in the 
chai?ges merely" as subsidiary to the International Labor Defense, which 
is on the subversive list. The connection between them is not stated. 

Consumer's Union 
The Consumer's Union is also ancient history. I have never 
represented Consumer's Union. I had acted as attorney for Consimier's ' 
Research in its incorporation and for several years thereafter prior 
to ^1935 but I never acted for Consumer's Union. Consumer's Union came 
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Thus far I Ore not been confronted vlQthis documentary 
proof and as I am totally unaware of the contents of most of <the 
docioments,^ I am in no 'position to make, any categorical denials or 
assertions regarding such statements as they may contain. Here and 
now, however, I can and do state, with the absolute confidence borne 
of my personal and positive knowledge, th at there does not exist and 
never has existed any genuine document that proves or even tends to 
prove that I have ever loiowingly joined o r spo nsored or p articipated 
in the activitie§_o.£jany«OJ2gantzaJ;ion-knoAmJbo_m slightly

Frankness and caution admonish me to avoid creating false 
impressions or otherwise putting myself in the position of the lady 
who protested too much. I cannot and do not deny that my name may 
have been used, even at times with my consent, in connection with 
organizations that later proved to be subversive but vfhich, at the

time seemed to be engaged in activities or dedicated to objectives 
which I could and did approve. Nevertheless I challenge and defy 
anyone to prove that I ever joined, or sponsored, or continued to. 
id'entify myself with, any organizations or individuals I knew, or had 
reason to believe, were subversive. 

I do not even know the names of all the 28 or more Communist 
Front Organizations I am supposed to have joined. I h^e taken the' 
list of organizations from the published reports in the press. The 
names may not be quite accurate and the list is apparently incomplete. 
It was impossible for me to identify some of the names and events 
described in those charges. I have done the best I could, however, in 
the brief time since hearing of them and have searched my files,, and 
my own memory in respect to each one. If any further organizations are 
alluded to today I shall ask the Committee's indulgence for time to 
investigage and make my replies thereon at a later^aate^

My interest in civil liberties led me equally early 
intb the ranks of the American Civil Liberties Union, of which 
I hiave^ig^amember of the board for almost tvrenty years* In 
that connection JC^ve fought on many=ci^i-l^liberties=-issues^ 
and have participated in many briefs amicus in defense of the 
bill of rights. 
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people aiid my impulse to fight for them is my religion and it is • 
the light by which I live. I also believe that it is America. 
There is not a communist bone in my body. 

This is a matter of grave consequence to me. Literally 
over night, whatever personal and professional reputation and 
standing I may have acquired after many years in private practice 
and some, in public office, have been seriously jeoga^dize^jL-JXjl^^ 
destroyed by the widespread dissemination of charges of Communistic 



leanings or proclivities that are utterly false. The truth may 



never catch up with the lie, but in so far as I can, I desire to 



regain as much of what I have lost as possible a^nd I have faith 
that this Sub-Committee will see that Justice is done. Of course I 
am more than willing to attempt to answer any questions the mejmbers 
Qf this .sub- commi.t tee, or anyone p.ermitted-by— the sub-committee, may 
care to ask. I conclude with an expression of my appreciation of 
the opportunity and privilege afforded me, so -promptiXy^ to answer 
these charges at this public hes^ring. i ^ a\^.^*

This is my defense. What does it add up to? With all the 
mistakes and errors of judgment which the best of us can and do 
commit only too frequently, I submit that the record proves vrithout 
question that I am. a lover cf democracy, of individual freedom and 
of human rights for^-everybody, a battler, perhaps a little bit too 
much of a battler sometimes, for the rights of the little fellow, 
the under-dog, the fellow who gets forgotten or frightened or shunne. 
because of unpopular views but who is a human being just the same 
and entitled to be treated like one.. The converse of these things; 
-dictatorship, cruelty, oppression and slavery are^ to me intolerable. 
I cannot live in their air, I must fight back* This is not perhaps 
a very wise or prudent v:ay to live but it is my way. It has got me 
into hot water before and probably will again. But my faith in

This history of my efforts during the crucial years 1940- 
19^1 [hardly needs any gloss but it should give pause to those .T/ho

After Russia ha d been attacked ve all changed our viewpoj.nt 
slightly and many of us made earnest efforts to be friends vith 



our. new allies. I do not apologize for that impulse or effort. 



I thljnk it was right and good. 

However we failed. VJhen the \i^v ended the cold war began 
and 3Jt is intensifying. I have been in the thick of it. Confronted 
with Madame Popova of the U.S.S.R, at the United Nations I have had 
a fignt on my hands from the outset. At the first meeting of our 



Commission on the Status of Women held in February, 19^7, she sought 
preferential treatment for her particular pet organlr.ation, the 
Women's International Democratic Federation, (of which the Congress 
Of Araferican Women is the United States affiliate).

Here all the 
rights tha.t the common man has fought for during a 
thousand years are menaced. Terrible as it may seem, 
the people of our country cannot avoid the consequences 
of Hitler's victory or of those who are or may be allied 
with him.

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In the early years of my life I Icnew very little and cared 
less about Communists. They were an utterly negligible factor in 
my life. During ttje thirties, however, as world tension increased, 
they bQgan showing ttieir hand, and by the end of that period, I, 
like others, had come to know and loathe their philosophy. The 
Signing of the Hitler-Stalin Pact in October, 1959, suddenly made 
the issues startlingly clear* I voiced those issues in a letter 
I wrote to Alex Rose, Secretary of the -American Labor Party, under 
date of October 10, 1959, as a statement for him to use in conjunc- 
tion with my candidacy as Judge of the Municipal Court: 

"l regard with hprror and loathing the Hitler-Stalin 
Papt, I agree with you that any fusing of the brown 
and red dictatorships is a treacherous blow to world 
civilization, etc." (See attached photostat of letter). 

Events moved so quickly after that, by February, 19^0, we 



had been forced to form a Liberal and Labor Committee, of which I 
was a member, to safeguard the American Labor Party and to fight the 
Communist attempt to capture it. (See attached photostat of 
leaflet). At the same time the American Civil Liberties Union found 
it necessary to purge from its own Board all non-believers in civil 
liberties. This action barred from its governing councils anyone 
"who is a member of any political organization which supports 
totalitarian dictatorship in any country, or who by his public 
declarations indicates his support of such a principle". Within 
this category we include organizations in the United States support-

ing the totalitarian governments of the Soviet Union and of the 

Fascist and Nazi countries (such as the Communist Party and the 

German-American Bund and others); as well as native organizations 

with obvious an ti -democratic objectives and practices."

able.. Since then, however, ^jrour policy, as I have had 
occasion to observe it in the press, has had less and less 
to do with development of .genuine friendship between the 
^ peoples of our two countries aiad m^re and more to do <with 
mere apologetics for the Russian Government, vrhich you have 
supported no 'less consistently than you, haye attacked the 
United States.

I once heard Paul Robeson sing at a .concert. Harry F. Ward was, 
in the thirties (befo're its c6ramuM'st'"purge)Tchairman~of 'the "board of 
the American Civil Liberties Union and I of course Imew him there. 
Corliss Lament is still on its board. I met Carol King years ago, 
before she went "left, " but I have seen hardly anything of her in many 
years. Arthur Kallet's name I vaguely remember, as I vaguely remember 
Consxiraer's Union, but he and it date back in my memory at least fifteen 
years and, if he were a communist then, I did not Igaow it. 

I may be pardoned for putting the other names mentioned in a 
different category. They are Mrs. Dean Acheson, Stanley Isaacs, 
Philip Jessup, and Franklin D. Roosevelt. I am proud to say I have 
had a slight acquaintance with them all. 

To repeat, the rest are unlcnpwn to me> except as above mentioned, 
•and the innuendoes as to my relationship with them absolutely false. 

Now for the organizations themselves. 
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I received my A,B. degree from Smith College and my 
law degree (Doctor Juris) from New York University Lav School. 
I am a member of Phi Beta Kappa and have been for several years 
a Senator of the United Chapters of Phi Beta Kappa. 

I come of a family of lawyers, my father having been 
a patent lawyer in New York City where my brothers and a 
cousin now practise under the firm name of Kenyon and Kenyon* 
My father's cousin, V7illlam S, Kenyon, was for many years a 
member of the United States Senate and later a Federal Judge 
in Iowa. 

I was admitted to the Bar £n 191? and have practised 
law continually ever since except during certain periods when 
I held public office. Mine is a general practice. I am a 
member of the Bar Association of th^e City .of New York, -the:

The opening comments were by Robert Silverstein v/ho de3crib 
the hearings propelled by Senator McCartty as absurd, inasmuch .as 
individuals ivere assumed to be guilty "by association." He abhorred 
the lack of 'objective standards in conducting the hearings and stated 
that charges of disloyalty should be based upon qvidence not "guilt by 
association." He indicated that the fact tha^aA organization was 
%beled pro-Communist v/ithout a,- hearing v/aiQ^ot fair and he indicated 
that he could not see why inquiries were^rag leveled against the State 
Department vrhich itself is conducting s(^janti-Communist campaign, tt 

\ Von Bauer maintained that the McCarthy hearings reflected the 
inability of the administration to fully cope mth the security problem 
in ans effort to ascertain i-^at the Communist Party vras up to and that

At this point Shipley steej^ed. the discussion along the lines 
that inquiries and ^vestigations themsplves could dp more damage than 
actual damage done by th^e Co^unist i^arty, Mcs> Gunther observed that 
accusations by "headlines" <were extremely dangerous j that headlines 
certainly gave aid .and comfort to the Ki:emlln and the Communist Party by 
discrediting the State Department ind .that the net result vfould be that, 
attention would be s^vung a^vay from real Communists.. Silverstein at this 
point st^teg that Senator McCarthy's accusations and activities did \

Shipley asked why the President and the JExecutive Branch of the I 
go.vesmment could not handle the situation rather than Congress, llrs.

Silverstein indicated thai) if Congress had evidence it should 
"be turned over to prosecuting authorities and that the Executive Department I 
should remove persons on the. policy level whose loyalty is doubtful. Von 
Bauer replied that* all individuals Mtiose loyalty vras .doubtful should be 
v/iped out of government j that the Executive Branch ;5hovild do the job but 
he wondered whether the Executive Branch was trying to do the 30b and 
stressed President Truman ^s ir^difference to this type of program. Von 
Bauer said no one could blame, Congress forvinquiring into these matters. - 
Von Bauer -ivas. asked virhether the Loyalty Program v/as not sufficient to covers 
this situation, and he replied that at the present iime no one ivas in a i 
position to state whether it was adequate and again pointed out President ^ 
Truman's indifference to the whole problem of disloyal individuals. ' 

Silverstein commented that no one had the right to a job in goveroi-- 
ment, but if people ^vere kept out of jobs because of their political beliefs 
the net result was government censorship. To this Von Baaer replied that ' -j 
Silverstein evidently had a very tolerant attitude toward Communism and 1 / / * 
commented that every Communist was an Agent of Russia. Silverstein replied ; f 
that everyone had a right to be considered innocent until proven guilty to 
which Von Bauer replied that Silverstein v^s not .realistic.

It is noted that Meigs yiss investigated by the .Bureau at the Army's request 
but as an applicant for a position with the Quartermaster General of the War. Department. 
Our file shows that the Re^bnaL Loyalty Board of the fourth Civil Service Region had 
jurisdiction over "the adjudication of the loyalty case pertaining to Meigs since he 
was an applicant apparently for a classified position. Yfe received a disposition from 
the Loyalty Review Board under- date of April 1^, 19U9, reflecting that Meigs had been 
/"retained" as aii economist 'and educational specialist for the- Department of the Army. 
This disposition, according to subsequent information set forth in file, was based on 
an adjudication of the case l?y the Fourth -Civil Service Region loyalty Board. Thus, 
the Arnor did not. in fact adjudicate the loyalty case pertaining to Meigs. ^ 

ACTION : None. There, is attached a copy of a summary .of the information I, 

developed during the loyalty investigation regarding Meigs which was furnished to f 

the Director by 'mem:orandum dated February 2k} 19^0, in connection Tdth the original ^^ 

identification by the Bureau, of 68 of tHe individuals mentioned by Senator McCarthy. j 

It appears that the only purposes for Colonel Mclntyre «s call is the ^ 
probability that the Army is concerned over Senator McCarthy's allegations regard- 
ing Meigs and is looking for ah "but."' It further appears that the Biireau has 
fully discharged its responsibilities unier the .Loyalty Program in this case 
by providing, reports to the Civil Service Commission in the first instance for 
further dissemination to the Army and in subsequently providing, individual copies 
of the reports directly to the Army through Liaison channels.

I stated that of 
course liattlmore had:been suspect and we have been cbinducting an investigation 
of him but we had no definite proof and if we didn't have it th<jn iaobody else would 
have it. t conimented that 1 did Jdot know McCarthy had staked all on this particular 
casiB and I. was only assuming it was Lattimore. I sWcd that when these cases were 
mentioned in the papers tib^ey were unnamed and we tried to match them, with our 
inforniatibn but did not Icnow how successful we were and that^ first we thought 
McCarthy was t«iferring in this particular case to ^ohn Cartcr^S^i^ent but finally 
figured it inust be Lattimore. I stated that I feU in this case as niid in the Coplon 
Cas^ ^at any material in our files should be kept confidential; that if one committee 
were permitted access to our files Ihen there was no reason why another committee 
should not have access to them, and of course there was the possibility that they \ j 
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light btf used as a poUilcal iootball. i stated, however, that of course if the 
Iresident* who has the final decision, decides it has to be done then ithas to 
je donci I then diecjussed v/ith him generally the various aspetpts of our problem 
'^-iegardlng the confidential status of our files.

No. 1, the nine * i 
persons publicly mentioned by Senator McCarthy; No* 2, the list of twenty-five 4 
that he gave; No# 3, the list of eighty-one, or Tdiatever it is, that he has 
furnished to the sibcommittee by delivery to the chairman," (p*34)/as. amended 
by Senator McMahon (p*36)/ to exclude from the request "the twenty-five against 
T^om no specific charges have been made*" Following this action.

Senator Tyctngs served notice on eveiy man on the committee that he was j 
"going to do everything that I can do to get every file that is requested ♦«' (p»13) 
The chairman said he had been well advised, though he had not talked with you, that 
you, unfortunately for this, hearing, had taken the position that the minute you | 
ever disclosed one cf the IBI files, persons subsequently interviewed, would, in ^ 
the light of knowledge of such revelation, refuse to be as frax^ as they would 
otherrdse be. Senator Tydings said he understood by the grapevine that you were 
protesting against the opening of any of the files because FBI reports are in 
the loyalty files. "Hoover is a right tough bird," Senator Tydings said, ^'and j 
he isn^t going to do this unless we can show him a particular circumstance that 
^vill justify him in making an exception." 
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Senator Mclfehon declared' "If i![r» Hoover ^s files are goiiag to be divxilged 
to Senator McCarthy and bjr.him the contents of them to the press then certainly the\ 
reason Tvhy Ti'e should not get them falls to the^ ground^ because the Senator has 
made this charge against lattimore* True^ he did hot attach his. name ^to it last 
nighty but he has made this charge*; He has nade it on the basis of the FBI files • 
Novr, so long as a charge has been made on the basis of the files, I don't see

In the f olioTdng discussion of the possibility as to Tftiether criminal 
prosecution had' been considered by -Uae Justice Deparbnent, ^laCarthy stated 
categorically he was making no charge of any dereliction by the prosecution 
forces ♦ (p»17) Senator McCarthy declared it \vas his firm conviction from all 
the information he could get that the files tr'Quld shovr Lattimore had been contacting 
and giving material, to Russian espionage agents ♦ (pgs 19, 20) 

Senator Tydings stated he had reason to believe the Pz^sident wanted 
to give the committee the files • He likewise had reason to believe the State 
Department v/anted to give thei committee the files.. However, he had reason to believe 
that -you and Attprney General McGrath- were probably concerned about this question 
of opening the files for fear of its effect on future investigations and the 
Ichairmah repeated: "I don't care what McGrath wants or Tdiat Hoover vrants, I want

These files contain complaints, allegations, facts, and statements of 
all persons interviewed. Depending upon the purpose of the investi^tlon,

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particularlj in security cases, they contain not only background data on the 
individual but details of his private life which bear upon the investigation, 
In these files also are the identities of our confidential sources of infonnation 
and full details of investigative techniques. In short, they consist of a running 
account of all that transpires. 

A file is maintained in each case because the FBI has received 
information, alle^tions, or a complaint which if proven comes within the sphere 
of our responsibility, in pursuance of either Congressional or Executive 
Direotiyes. After the investigation 4.s completed, when indicated by Department 
procedure or Judgnent, a summary of the facts developed is furnished to the 
Department of Justice or Ifcited States Attorneys. In other types of Investi- 
gations, the reports of Special Agents are submitted to the interested agency of 
the government. Details arid information dealing -^/ith' administrative operations 
and confidential sources' of information remain in our files. The contents of 
these files vere never intended to he disclosed and, unless ve drastically 
change and circumscrihe our procedures, they should not he disclosed. 

The aueotion of divulging contents of the files of agencies of 
gDveJcraaent is not a new one. When confronted vith^ the question. of divulging 
the files of an Executive Department of the Government in 1909, the late 
President Theodore Eoosevelt said: 

"Some of these facts. .♦ ./were given to the Government 
under the seal of secrecy and cannot he divulged and I 
will $ee to it that the word of this Government to the 
individual is kept sacred/*

^^^ / 3?he diaclos^lfe of the contents of the files of the FBI would reveal 

confidential procectiires and techniaues. If spread upon the record^ criinfnals, 

foreign agc^nta^, ejuWersives,^ and others vould "be forewarned and would seek 

methods to carry out their activities "by avoiding detection and thus defeat the 

very purpose^ for which the FBI was created. Each exception undermines 'this ' 

I principle, establishes ^a precedent, and would inevitably result in a complete 

collapse of a traditional policy which has proven its soundness, 

A disclosure pf FBI reports would reveal the identity of confidential 

sources of inforrnation and, if it did not place the lives pf such persons in 

actual jeopardy, it would certainly ruin their future value and effectiveness. 

ITie disclosure of FBI reports would make otherwise patriotic citizens. 

reluctant to furnish information. Already, /as a result of some unfortunate 

disclosures of piu? files in court proceedings, our Special Agents frequently 

are being told^by persons from whom they seek information that they will decline 

to be interviewed for fear the information will be misused by some agency ^other 

than the. FBI. 

In the conduct, of official investigations, information of a highly 

r 
restricted nature, having a direct; bearing upon^ national security often finds 

its way jnto the files which, if disclosed, would be of considerable value to a 

foreign power.. Increasingly, we have observed efforts of a foreign power to 

seek intimate personal detajls concerning many of our leaders in Government and 

industry. Thoy should nob be aided by having these details made public for their^ 

use and advantage, thereby crippling the important work of the FBI, 

jSo far, I have .directed my remarks against a disclosure of FBI files on 

security gp^omids. There are other compelling x'easons why the files of the FBI 

should remain inviolate. For the want, of a more apt comparison, our files can 

be compared to the notes of a:nevGpaper reporter before he has culled the

printable material from the iinprintal>le . The files do not consist of proven 
information alone ♦ The files must he viewed as a whole. One report may allege 
crimes of a most despicable type^ and the truth ox falsity of these charges 
may hot emerge* until several reports are studied, further investigation made 
and the wheat separated from the ch^ff * 

I, for one, TOuld want no part of an investigative or^nization which 
had the power of discretion to decide what information would he reported and what 
would he omitted. An item of information which appears unimportant today may 
provide the solution of a case \rtxen considered with information received at a 
later date, or it may later establish the innocence of the accused. 

Should a given file, be disclosed, the issue would be a far broader one 
than concerns the subject of the investigation. Names of persons who by force 
of circumstance entered into the' investigation might well be innocent oT any 
wrong. To publicize their names without the explanation of their associations 
would be a grave injustice. " Even though they were given an opportunity to later 
give their explanation, the fact remains that truth seldom, if ever, catches up 
%ith charges. I would not want to be a party 'to any action which would "smear'* 
innocent individuals for the rest of their lives. We cannot^ disregard the funda- 
mental principles of common decency- and the application of basic itoerican 
ri^ts of fair play. 

The FBI has the obligation, within the scope of Federal law, not only 
to protect the rights, lives, and property of our citizens, but also to protect 
the confidential relationship of the citizen when he patriotically serves his 
Govexment by providing information essential to our security.* 
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FBI reports set forth all details secured frb^ a yitness* If those 
details were discloaad, they could "become subject to misinterpretation, they 
could "be quoted out of context, or they could be used to thvart truth, distort 
H half truths, and misrepresent facts •^ The raw material, the allegations,' the 
1^ details of associations and compilation of information in FBI files must be 

considered as a whole • They are of value to an investigator in the discharge of 
his duty. These files were never intended to be used in any other manner and the 
public interest would not be served by the disclosure of their contents. 

In taking this stand, I want to reiterate - a principle is involved. 
I would take this same stand before the Attorney General, as I already have,, or 
before any other body. The fact that I have great respect, confidence, and a 
desire to be of assistance to a committee of distinguished Senators, however, in 
no way detracts from a principle. I say this because I do not want any 
misinterpretation of my remarks, nor do I want it said that this and other 
coxsmittees of Congress do not have w respect and confidence. I would be 
derelict to my duty, untrue to w conscience, and unworthy of my trust to take 
any other position.

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This is such a hasic principle that it vas recognized as early as the 
administration of our first Presideiit* On Feteuary 22 last, the very 
day on vhich the Senate agreed to the. Resolution tinder which this Com- 
mittee is proceeding, the Farewell Address of President. Washington was 
read in the Senate chamher* I call your attention to one paragraph of 
that Address, which appears on page 2158 of the Congressional Recox'd of 
February 22, and which to me aptly states the pri.nciples by which we 
must be governed • President Washington stated: 

It is important likewise, that the habits of think- 
ing in a, free country shotdd inspire caution in those 
intrusted with its administration, to confine them- 
selves within their respective constitutional spheres, 
avoiding in the exercise of the powers of one depart- 
ment, to encroach upon another- The spirit of encroach- 
ment tends to consolidate the powers of all the depart- 
ments in one, and thus to create, whatever the form of 
government, a real despotism. ^ ^ ^ -Jt If, in the opin- 
ion of the people, the distribution or modification of x. 
the constitutional powers be in any particular wrong, 
let it be corrected by an amendment in the way which 
the constitution designates.— But let there be no change 
by usurpation; for though this, in one instance, may be 
the instrument of good, it is the customary weapon by 
which free governments are destroyed. The precedent must 
always greatly overbalance in permanent evil emy partial 
or transient benefit which the use can at any time yield. 

President Washington was speaking from personal experience with the 
very problem we now have before us-r-nomely, a request by a congressional 
Committee for the production of documents which in the opinion of the 
Executive branch must be held qonfidential in the public interest. The 
problem, you see, is as old as the Government itself. 

In March of 1792, the Housq of Representatives adopted a resolution 
establishing a Committee to inquire into the causes of the failure of the 
expedition under Major General St. Clair, and emppwering that Committee to 
call for such vjpapers and records as might be necessary to assist the Com*. 
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It was because of such experiences that President Washington felt 
called upon to refer, in his Farewell Address, to the importance of main- 
taining the independence of our separate branches of government. Later, 
President Jefferson refused to- allow two members of his cabinet to supply- 
documents at the trial of Aaron Burr. In l825 President Monroe declined to 
comply with a request of the House of Representatives to transmit to the 
House certain documents relating to the conduct of naval officers. In 1833 
President Jackson refused to comply with a Benate request that he communicate 
to it a copy of a paper purporting to have' been read by him to the heads of 
the executive departments relating to the removal of the deposits of public 
money from the Bank of the United States. In J.886 President caeveland 
supported his Attorney General's refusal to ccanply with a Senate resolu- 
tion calling for documents and papers relating to the removal of a District 
Attorney. Similarly, in Idk^, a resolution o;? the House of Representatives 
called upon the Secretary of War to communicate to the House the reports 
made to the War Department by Lt. Col. Hitchcock relative to the affairs of 
the Cherokee Indians, together with all information communicated by him 
concerning the frauds which he had been charge(^ €o investigate. The 
Secretary of War advised the House that he could not communicate informa- 
tion which Col. Hitchcock had obtained in confidence, because it would 
be grossly unjust to the persons who had given the information. The 
House, however, claimed the right to demand from the Executive and heads 
of departments such information as may be in their possession relating 
to subjects of deliberations of the House. President Tyler, in a message 
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dated January 31^ l8i|-3j said in piart: 

And although information comes through a paroper channel 
to an executive officer, it may often he of a charapter to 
forbid its being made public. The officer charged with a 
confidential inquiry, and who reports its result under the 
pledge of confidence which his appointment implies, ought 
not to be exposed individually to the resentment of those 
whose conduct may be impugned by the information he collects. 
The knowledge that such is to be the consequence will inevitably 
prevent the performances of duties of that character, and thus 
the Government will be deprived of an important means of in- 
vestigating the conduct of its agents. 

President Tyler also declined to comply with a resolution of the 
House of Representatives which called upon him and the heads of departments 
to furnish information regarding such members of the 26th and 27th Con- 
gresses as had applied for office in the executive branch. In so refusing, 
President Tyler stated: 

Applications for office are in their very nature 
confidential, and if the reasons assigned for such 
applications oi^the names of the applicants were commun- 
icated, not only wo\Jtld such implied confidence be wantonly 
violated, but, in addition, it is quite obvious that a mass 
of vague, incoherent, and personal matter would be made pub- 
lic at a vast consumption of time, money, and trouble with- 
out accomplishing or tending in any manner to accomplish, as 
it appears to me, any useful object connected with a sound 
and constitutional administration of the Government in any 
of its branches. 

In my judgment a compliance with the resolution which 
has been transmitted to me would be a surrender of duties 
and powers which the Constitution has conferred exclusively 
on the Executive, and therefore such compliance can not be 
made by me nor by the heads of Departments by my direction. 

Iftese are only a few" of the precedents to be found in the con- 

s:fcitutional history of our Government; many more could be referred to.

Although I have mentioned only a fev of the precedents, I might add 
that almost every President has found it ^necessary at some time during his 
administration to decline, for reasons of public policy, to furnish confi- 
^dential papers to congressional committees. The 'courts have recognized 
this constitutional prerogative of the Chief Executive and the great 
constitutional scholars uniformly agree that, it is for the President to 
determine what papers and Information in the- Executive branch must be re- 
tained in confidence in the public interest. William Howard Taft, following 
his term as President and prior to his appointment as Chief Justice, summar- 
ized the situation succinctly and accurately when he wrote in his book, 
The^Chief Magistrate ; 

The President is required by the Constitution from* 
time to time to give to Congress information on the 
state/of the Union, an^d to 'recommend for its considera- 
tion such measures as he shall judge necessary and ex- 
pedient, but this does not enable Congress or either 
House of Congress to elicit from him confidential in- 
formation which he has acquired for the purpose of en- 
abling him to discharge his constitutional duties^ if he 
'does not deem the disclosure of such information prudent 
or in the public' interest - 

It is against this background that we must consider President- Truman* s 
directive of March 13, I9U8, concerning the confidential nature of loyalty 
files. Against this same background. we must consider this Committee's 
request'^ for the production of such files. 

In his directive, the president stated: 

The 'efficient and just administration of the Em- 
ployee Loyalty Program, under Executive Order Wo. 9835 
of March 21, 191^7, requires that reports, records. 
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and files relative to the program be- preserved in 
strict confidence. This is necessary in the interest 
of our national security and welfare^ to preserve the 
confidential character and sources of information fur- 
nished, and to protect Government personnel against the 
dissemination of unfotmded or disproved allegations. It 
is necessary also in order to insure the fair and just 
disposition of loyalty^ cases. 

For these reasons, and in accordance with the long- 
establisheditpolicy that reports rendered by the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation and other investigative agencies 
of the executive branch are to be regarded as conf iden-^ 
tial, all reports, records, and files relative to the^ 
loyalty of employees or prospective employees (including 
reports of such investigative agencies) , shall be main- 
tained in confidence, and shall not be transmitted or dis- 
closed except as reqtuired in the efficient conduct of 
business. 

At the^time of issuing this directive, the President specifically 
referred to some of the precedents ^that I have mentioned this afternoon 
and called particular attention to the soxmd reasons- of public policy 
requiring the maintenance of the confidential status of loyalty files. 
The President inferred to an opinion rendered by Attorney General 
Jackson at a time when, at the direction of President Roosevelt, he 
declined to furnish certain reports of the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation to the House Committee on Naval Affairs, as follows: 
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Disclosure of the reports could not do otherwise 
than seriously prejudice lav enforcement. Counsel for 
a defendant or prospective defendant; could have no 
greater help than to knov how much or how little informa- 
tion the Govennnent has, .and what witnesses or sources 
of information it can rely upon. This is exactly what 
these reports are intended to contain. 

Disclosure of the reports at this particular time 
would also prejudice the national defense and be of 
aid and comfort to the very subversive elements against 
which you wish to protect the country. For this reason 
we have made extraordina3:y efforts to see that the re- 
sults of coviriterespionage activities and intelligence 
activities of this ^Department involving those elements 
are kept within the fewest possible hands. A catalogue 
of persons under investigation or suspicion, and what we , 
know about them, would T^e of inestimable service to 
foreign agencies; and information which could be so 
used caimot be too closely guarded. 

Moreover, disclosure of the reports would be of 
serious prejudice to the fu^iure usefulness of the Fed- 
eral Bixreau of Investigation. As you probably know, 
much of this information is given in confidence and 
can only be obtained upon pledge not to disclose its 
sources. A disclosure of the sources would embarrass 
informants— sometimes in their employment, sometimes 
in their social relations, ojid in extreme cases might 
even endanger their lives. We regard the keeping of 
faith with confidential informants as an indispensable 
condition of future efficiency. 

Disclosure of information contained in the re- 
ports might also be the grossest kind of injustice to 
innocent individuals. Investigative reports include 
leads and suspicions, end sometimes even tlie state- 
ments of malicious or misinformed people. Even though 
later and more complete reports exonerate the individuals y 
the use of particular or selected reports might consti- 
tute the grossest injustice, and we all know that a 
correction never catches up with an accusation. 

With respect to files which this Committee has requested, their disclosure 

would, it seems to me, seriously impair the effectiveness of the Employee 
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Loyalty Program. It would subject tlie persons in question to a type of 

*r 

double jeopardy which is contrary to sound concepts of good government, 
fairness, and justice. It would also make it extremely difficult, if 
not impossible, for the Federal Bureau of Investigation to perform its 
investigative duties. The Federal Bureau of Investigation conducts all 
investigations under the Employee Loyalty Program. Loyalty files, there- 
fore, are for all practical purposes F.B.I, files. Mr. Hoover is here 
to give you his view, which he has held for many years, of 'the damaging 
effect that would be caused by the disclosure of such files. I know of 
no one better qualified to speak on this subject. ^I am in thorough ac- 
cord with his views in this yegard. 

It is my opinion--for the reasons stated--that loyalty and investi- 
gative files should be preserved in strict confidence.
